| THE WHEAT-DBAL. 

The wheat-deal in this city, which some 
people think is closed, and others do not, is 
probably the largest operation of the kind 
ever witnessed. There is good reason to 


| believe that the June deal, gigantic in itself, 


vas only a continuation of the big inves- 
ment made by James Rr in w the 
There is 
little reason to doubt that the operation has 
attained a much greater magnitude than was 
originally intended by the great California 
speculator. 

The price of wheat ruled very low last 
autumn. The fact of a big crop in the 
United States, estimated by the Agricultural 
Bureau at 425,000,000 bushels, caused first 
holders to market their wheat very freely, 
and the big supplies pressing upon buyers 
encouraged them to insist on lower prices. 
They were aided by the speculative operators 
known as bears, many of whom thought the 
market here would decline to about 60 cents 
per bushel, or one cent per pound, and 
hastenéd to make money by selling short. 
The result was an almost coutinuous droop 
m prices till our market touched 77 cents 
on Oct. 10. Then a local combination took 
hold of it, and caused a reaction to 81 
cents by the close of the month. 
During this time Mr. Kernz was studying 
the situation, with the aid of prominent men 
in New York, and decided on making an in- 
vestment, He bought some five to six mill- 


| ion bushels-in this market, mostly at 80@85 


cents, which was the range of prices during 
November and December, and is believed to 
Lave intended to carry it till spring, and ship 
it at low freight rates near the opening of 
navigation. He practically owned or con 
trolled all the wheatlin this city during the 
winter; but there was a widespread fear 
that he was “only playing with it,” and 
operators were all the time nervously looking 
for the day when he would unload, and 
leave the grain to be moved out 
by others on its merits.” Still, 
the market ruled much higher than ex- 
pected, and the better prices induced very 
large shipments from the farm, while ship- 
pers Eastward contented themselves by 
handling the relatively cheap lower grades. 
The result was a glut of No. 2 in our ware- 
houses, which made many think that current 
quotations could not be sustained, and they 
held aloof from the deal. leaving the market 
a very slow one, while Kun and his agents 
maintained a profound silence in regard to 
their acts and intentions. The quict was 
broken March 7 by the receipt of the 
well-remembered order (whether genuine or 
not is still a disputed poiut with some) under 
which Ancure Funn, Kurs broker, sold 
out 2,300,000 bushels in a few hours; the 
price for April delivery declining from 93 to 
864 cents during the process. The wheat 
was repurch by noon the next day, 
which caused ſa partial reaction; but the 
market was stupid for along time after- 
wards, as many people refused to believe 
that KEzen® continued to own any large quan- 
tity of wheat, and the great majority enter- 
tained grave doubts in regard to the situa 
tion. It appears probable that about this 
time Kxrnt formed the design of much ex- 
tending his original programme, the popular 
mind being in favor of selling, while reports 
from Europe indteated an increased demand 
for our available surplus, and it appeared 
probable that our receipts during the spring 
months would be light, the stocks in farmers’ 
hauds being reduced to a low point by the 
unprecedentedly active movement of earlier 
months. The party to whom it is supposed 
the conduct of the deal was committed, 
after the episode of March, bought 
the astonishing quantity of eleven millions 
bushels, to be delivered during May end 
June. Most of this was sold at 90@95 cents 
by men who did not own a grain of wheat at 
the time of sale, but expected to be able to 
buy it for legs before the time came to de- 
liver the property. Our receipts were not 
so large as.expeeted by the ghorts, and the 
market advanced as they tried to fill in. The 
price touched $1.00 on May 22; the month 
of June opened with the market at $1.00, 
and closed at $1.07. About seven ‘million 
bushels, or two-thirds of the whole, was cov. 
ered daring the last weék in the month at 
$1.04@1.07; and some quarter of a million 
bushels was left undelivered. The price at 
which these outstanding contracts must be 
settled will be fixed by the Committee of 
Arbitration. |

Misr,” or King of Egypt, and the ruler of 
Egypt has since been ksown as the Khedive. 
By thé same firman, and in consideration of 
additional tribute to be paid by the Khedive, 
the succession to the throne was made direct 
from father to son, instead of, as required by 
Turkish law; to the eldest heir. By a sub. 
sequent firman, fsesued in June, 1873, the 
Sultan granted to the Khedive the right to 
make treaties and maintain armies which he 
bad previously withheld,, and since then the 
Khedive has held the rank of an absolute 
sovereign. * 

Although the different members of the 
Menemet A dynasty have doubtless in- 
flicted many evils upon the country, yet they 
have done far more for the development of 
both the country and people under their 
away than have the rulers of any other Mo- 
hammedan country. Upon the advent to 
power of Mznemet Axi. Egypt was controlled 
by the Mamelukes, Of these, there were 
twenty-four Chiefs, or Beys, each the Govern- 
or of a province. The Turkish Pasha, placed 
by the Sultan over them, was unable to con- 
trol them, and their government was solely 
in accordance with the caprice of each. The 
Mamelukes were gestroyed in 1811 by Mu- 
gumer Aut, whoin the course of his long 
reign cleared thé country of robbers, from 
Abyssinia to the mouths of the Nile, intro- 
duced the cultivation of cotton, sugar, and 
indigo, and established a system df national 
education. Each of his successors has en- 
deavored to civilize the people and to de- 
velop the resources of the country. To Is- 
mart, the late Khedive, ia due the discontin- 
uance of the African slave trade as far south 
ag the Victoria and Albert Nyavza, and, to a 
great extent, the construction of the Suez 
Canal. It mayvery justly be said that ander 
their different reigns Egypt has been more 
in accord with European civiligstign than 
any other country owing allegianc®™o the 
Sultan, and that until recently no other 
Mohammedan population has been 80 little 
oppressed. 

The primary cause fer the deposition of Is- 
mart as Khedive has been the public debt of 
Egypt and the default in the payment of the 
exorbitant interest exacted by its holders. 
This debt was commenced soon after the 
Crimean war, and is now over $400,000, 000. 
About four years since the Khedfve found it 
impracticable to continue the payment of the 
interest demanded on this enormous sum, 
and, ut the solicitation of English bond- 
holders, the British Government in 1875 
sent Mr. Cave, a member of Parliament, to 
Egypt, to aid in reforming its finances. In 
the subsequent year Messrs. Gosomen and 
Joubert visited Egypt as the representatives 
of the English and Freveh bondholders to 
confér with the Khedive on the same sub- 
ject. These three gentlemen concurred in 
their recommendations, and the plans pro- 
posed by. the two latter for the conversion of 
the debt and the reduction of the interest 
were approved by the Khedive in the latter 
part of 1876. The years 1876, 77, and 78 
were, however, not productive. The over- 
flows of the Nile were comparatively small, 
and the crops were largely reduced. . The 
income of the country was therefore in- 
sufficient to meet even the new arrangement. 
Pressed by his finaucial difficulties, the 
Khédive consented to appoint a Ministry 
after European models, of which Mr. Rryxns 
Wilson, designated by the British, Govern- 
ment, was to be the Minister of Finance, and 
M pe Brionne, by the French Govern- 
ment, the Ministerof Public Works. By the 
same decree which appointed these Ministers 
he coneented to deprive. himself of a part of 
his antocratic powers. Ia the efforts of this 
Ministry to procure money, at any sacrifice 
to the country, for the bondholders, the 
Khedive soon ascertained that a large portion 
of the Egyptian population were being, and 
indeed had actually been, reduced to starva- 
tion. He therefore dismissed them from 
their positions, and again took the matter in 
hisown hands. This action met with the 
unanimous approbation of the Egyptian peo- 
ple, who not only approved of the dismissal 
of the foreign Ministers but agreed to guan 
antes in full the pledges, made by the Khe- 
dive for the full payment of both the debt 
and its intereat.

„ TREATING MEADOWS AFTER MOWING. 

As mentioned in our last letter, the common 
metnod of treating meadows after mowing is to 
let them remain severely alove. All good 
farmers recognize the fact that they are more or 
less injured by the dry weather and burning sua 
that usually prevail during July and August. 
Very little, it any, growth is made before the 
autumu-rains have instilled new life into the 
weakened grass-roots. The editor of the Coun- 
try Gentleman says: 

As meadows are short, yet with a pretty even 
and good set, and as the time for applying manure 
cannot well be spared, anda good quality of ma- 
nure—fine and rotted—is not always on band. the 
next best thing, and one of decided advantage, is 
to sow pilaster. Apply as sen asthe crop is off. 
It is cheap, —indeed, the cheapest of ali fertilizers, 
vielding much for tne outlay where the land is 
adapted to it: aud it is soon aoplied. Give double 
the quantity or more that is given to clover, —from 
200 to 300 pounds peracre. Grass requires this. 
The sulphate is especially beneficial on clay land. 
Appiyimg the same quantity to grass as to clover 
(and the grains are included among the grasses) 
has failed to show a satisfactory result. except 
where the quality of the plaster was superior. when 
a less quantity nas the effect of a greater amount 
of an inferior article. All depends upon the pro- 
portion of the salt (sulphate of lime) in the stone.

PATENT HONEY. 


The owners of large apiaries, especially in the 
East. 7 alarmed at the rapid accumuls- 
tion of gMicose honey in the markets, in competi- 
tion with the genuine article. It is no new thing 
to adulterate honey: but to get it put into comb 
and sealed up in an adulterated state bas here- 
tofore been a difficult matter. Itis perhaps safe 
in to say Hat the larger portion of the honey sold 
cities in glass dishes is manufactured—a very 
small piece of comb-honey, however, being put 
into each giass to deceive the simple. But the new 
patent honey is made from glucose, which the 
bees carry into the combs and seal up. Speak- 
ing of this bogus stuff, for it is pot homey, the 
New York Tribune says: 

Honey made in this way will. from its fine ap- 
pearance, sell itseif’’ for awhile, ‘‘ without the 


indorsement of the minister of the parish”; but 


people who are thus Cheated a couple of times will 
not buy honey any longer, and soon, if this fraud 
is to continue, honey will bea duller: commodity 
than ever upon the market. I know of afew men 
whe, if they were suficiently dishonest, could make 
more of this glucose honey next season than could 
be soldduriag this generation, even at rice.“ 
Bee-keepers are not afiaid that glucose. when it is 
known, will ever compete with honey, as tallow 
butter may with real butter. All that is necessary 
to stop this nefarious business is a law Compelling 
every one who offers glucose for sale in any form, 
or mixed in any anything, to put a label on it tell 
ing just what itis. Label the most inviting pack- 
uge of camb- honey glucose,“ and you could not 
se!)

WHO KILLED HIM? 
AN INVESTIGATION WANTED. 
| To the, af The Tridune. 

mec, Jul 5.—The death of Henry Schye 
om the evening of the 4th renders this case 
one of peculiar interest to patents and the com- 
munity at large, and into which a most thor- 
ough and searching juvestigation ought to be 
made by the authorities; and, instead of return- 
ing a verdict of accidental death gt the inquest. 
it is to be hoped that the jury will return one of 
murder, even if against some person undiscoy- 

ered. The facts, briefly, are these: . 
Henry Schye, a quiet, inoffensive boy about 8 
years of age, living at 433 Ogden avenue with 
his parents, had been refused permission by his 
mother. to go into the street to play, she being 
fearful of accident, but in the evening, the boy 
becoming very persistent and promising pot 
to go far away, she at last conseuted. He had 
just left hie mother’s side, she going into the 
house, he to the outer edge of the sixteen-foot 
sidewalk, and while standing a few seconds, 
listlessly, with his right hand in his pocket, he 
was seen by one or two carpenters, living at 424, 
nearly opposite, to start up off bis feet a few 


inches, and fall—dead—to the roadway, two feet 


below. He did not get up, and a carpenter 
named Nay exclaimed: What is the matter 
with that boy?’’s A Mr. Anderson immediately 
ran across the street and carried him into bis 
fatlier’s store (and residence). The poor child 
merely groaned. The father rushed for a doctor, 
who lostantly attended, but life was virtually 
extinct.
